A meeting  wos  also  held  with  Mr  Harry  Coffee  of  Pori- 
lend.  Oregon,  who  ss  one  c!  the  nation's  piuneer  pilots  uiid 
who  was  active  in  the  development  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol 
and  the  Notional  Aeronautic:’  Association.  Mr.  Cotlee  out- 
lined the  alms  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  and  the  program  now 
being  supported  by  the  Air  Force.

Aviation  Educotion 

Miss  Genevieve  Squires,  Deputy  Suponntendenl  ol  Pub- 
lic Instruction  and  Henry  Knapp  of  the  Slate  University  were 
llown  to  Washington.  D.  C.  by  the  Civil  Air  Palrol  v/here 
they  attended  an  aviation  education  meeting  sponsored 
Jointly  by  the  Civil  Air  Palrol  and  the  Air  Force. 

Miss  Squires  reported  that  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  had  of- 
fered to  again  assist  the  Montano  Aeronautics  Commission 
and  the  Stale  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  an  air  oge 
workshop. 

Mac  lohnson  odvised  the  oilice  of  the  commission  that 
he  was  not  able  to  attend  the  commission  meeting  os  he 
was  attending  the  national  meeting  ol  aviation  educators  in 
Atlantic  City.  New  Jersey. 

Tentoiive  plans  lor  the  aviation  workshop  lor  1954  in- 
clude a three-week  vrorkshop  in  Missoula  at  the  Stole  Uni- 
versity and  a three-week  workshop  in  Billings  at  the  East- 
ern Montana  College  ol  Educotion.  It  is  planned  to  overlop 
one  week  ol  each  school  so  that  feature  speakers  may  attend 
both  sessions  and  so  that  teochers  enrolled  In  the  work- 
shop may  loin  in  a lour  of  the  Air  Force  Base  at  Great  Falls. 
A director  for  the  workshop  has  not.  as  yet.  been  Selected- 
Feeder  Airline  Application 

The  director  has  received  several  inquiries  from  persons 
representing  communities  and  a telephone  call  from  Mike 
Manslteld's  office  in  regard  to  action  by  the  commission  on 
the  feeder  airline  service  reportedly  being  organized  by  a 
group  ol  Great  Falls  people.  All  inquiries  were  answered 
to  the  elleci  ihot  the  aeronutlcs  commission  has  taken  no 
action  on  the  matter  other  than  to  advise  parties  moking 
inquiry  that  any  request  lor  approvol  should  include  full 
information  on  the  plans  and  operation  ot  any  scheduled 
inlraslate  airline  service.

LOOK  AND  LIVE 
Check  List 

Qieck  lists  are  provided  with  most  oirplanes.  Always 
us©  them;  memorize  the  location  of  each  item  and  make  il 
checks  complete.  If  you  touch  with  your  finger  the  Item 
you  ore  checking  from  the  list.  thLs  is  a delinite  reminder 
that  you  have  checked  that  item. 

If  your  airplane  is  not  equipped  with  a check  list  and 
the  information  is  not  avollable  from  the  manufacturer,  en- 
list the  assistance  ol  on  experienced  pilot  to  prepare  one. 

Taxiing 

Check  with  the  lower  by  radio,  if  you  are  so  equipped. 
Know  the  light-gun  signals  used  so  that  you  con  follow  lliese 
directions.  Don't  ride  the  brakes,  and  use  (hem  only  when 
necessary. 

Alwoys  "S  ' turn  while  taxiing  if  you  do  not  have  full 
forward  visibility. 

Taxi  at  slow  speeds,  and  LOOK  AROUND. 

Take-Oli 

Follow  the  recommended  procedures  in  the  manual 
that  was  supplied  with  your  aircraft,  bearing  in  mind  that 
a slow  climbing  speed  is  not  necessanly  an  efiiclenl  climb- 
ing speed.  A speed  below  the  recommended  climbing 
speed  of  your  aircraft  may  eventually  cause  heat  damage 
to  the  engine. 


CAA  SIMPLIFIES  PRIVATE  PILOT  MEDICAL 
CERTIFICATE  ISSUANCE 

A simpler,  faster  procedure  for  pnvate  pilots  to  obtoin 
medical  cerllflcales  was  placed  m ellaci  by  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Administration,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Under  the  new  plan  announced  by  Administrator  F.  B. 
Lee,  the  temporary  third  class  medical  certiilcales  issued  to 
student  and  private  pilots,  unless  recalled  by  on  authorized 
representative  ol  the  Administrator  wilhtn  90  days,  will  be 
good  for  two  yeais. 

Designated  medico]  examiners  will  continue  to  issue 
the  two-yecr  certificates  without  the  90  doy  stipulation.  Non- 
designated  physicians  should  report  their  findings  on  Form 
ACA-1345  to  the  CAA  Medical  Division,  Washington  25, 
D.  C..  which  will  review  them  within  the  90<fay  period  and 
notify  pilots  only  if  recall  of  the  certificate  Is  necessary- 
Otherwise,  the  certificate  becomes  valid  for  two  years  unless 
voluntarily  surrendered,  or  suspended  or  revoked  by  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board.

We  have  control  towers  at  the  Billings  and  Great  Falls  In  Montana  and  CAA  communications  on  other  airports  ore 
available  to  you  for  Information  on  traffic  in  the  area  of  the  airport. 

It  is  suggested  that  when  you  are  at  an  airport  where  CAA  radio  communications  facilities  are  available  that  you  go  In 
and  meet  the  communicator  on  duty.  He  will  be  glad  to  assist  you  by  explaining  to  you  the  radio  procedure  used  for  giving 
you  information  and  controlling  traffic.  This  service  and  facility  ts  for  your  safety.  Your  attention  is  Invited  to  the  diagrams 
on  air  traffic  control. 


GET  LIFETIME  RADIO  PERMIT 

The  FCC  advises  that  new  Restricted  Radiotelephone 
Permits  will  be  issued  only  by  the  FCC.  and  thot  these  will 
be  of  a lifetime  duration.  Applications  are  to  be  made  on 
the  new  FCC  form  753-1.  The  nearest  FCC  office  is  addres- 
sed as  follows:

FCC  "Aircraft " Radiotelephone  Operator  Authorisations 
(FCC  form  761-A)  which  are  now  valid  will  continue  to  be 
valid  until  the  expiration  date,  at  which  time  application 
should  be  made  for  the  new  lifetime  Restricted  Radiotele- 
phone Operolor  Permit. 

Anyone  now  holding  a Restricted  Radiotelephone  Op- 
erator Permit  (not  FCC  form  76I  A)  which  wos  valid  as  of 
November  IS,  1953  and  which  shows  an  expiration  date, 
will  automatically  be  extended  for  the  lUehme  of  the  bolder. 


CANADA  GOING  AHEAD  WITH  ERECTION 
OF  McGILL  FENCE 

Canada  Is  going  ahead  with  conslrucllon  of  the  McGill 
radar  fence.  Decision  to  do  so  follows  months  of  talks  with 
U.  S.  defense  plunnens.  The  fence  will  buck  up  the  early 
warning  system  (to  which  radar  stations  are  being  added 
tn  the  for  north  under  the  U.  S.-Canada  Pine  Tree  ProiecI) 
by  helping  record  lllght  of  enemy  atreraft  already  spotted. 
It  will  bridge  the  gap  between  the  early  warning  network 
and  the  radar  installations  guarding  strategic  targets.  Al- 
though details  are  secrel.  the  Canadian-designed  McGill 
fence,  as  it  Is  known,  will  be  less  expensive  to  operate  than 
conventional  radar  installations  since  it  will  not  hove  to  be 
manned  (contacts  being  automatically  relayed  to  control 
centers).  Canada  now  contributes  a third  to  the  construc- 
tion of  early  warriing  stations.  It  may  foot  entire  bill  for  the 
McGill  fence,  with  U.  S.  chipping  tn  more  for  the  primory 
detection  system. — Am.  Avn.  Daily 


Airports 

"Airdock"  mockup  is  being  built  by  United  at  Stopleton 
Airfield,  Denver,  Colo.  Scheduled  (or  completion  next  month, 
design  eliminates  much  mobile  equipment  now  needed  for 
ramp  aenricing  of  olrllners,  provides  shelter  for  boarding 
and  deplaning  passengers  without  loading  stands.  Dock 
also  will  shelter  ramp  personnel,  speed  up  handling  of  mall, 
other  cargo.  Mockup  includes  mail,  cargo  work  center; 
cargo  pits,-  conveyors  between  center  and  pits;  overwing 
fueling  booms;  plane  positioning  rig;  and  passenger  bridge. 
Structure's  layout  can  accommodate  Convoir  340s  and  Doug- 
las DC-6s,  DOSBs,  and  E>C-7s. 

San  Francisco's  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  has  asked 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  seek  federal  approval  (or 
the  establishment  of  a free  trade  zone  at  the  city's  airport. 
Plan  would  allow  cargo  shipped  by  foreign  trades  to  be 
left  in  Customs  at  held  until  sole  is  closed.  Present  airport 
building  would  be  used  for  such  storage  when  new  airport 
administration  building  is  ilnished.  Such  zones  are  used  by 
surface  shipping  at  various  seaports  around  the  country, 
but  U.  S.  air^rts  have  not  yet  used  similar  setups. 

Airport  operators  lease  survey  analysis  and  recom- 
mendations ore  being  circularized  by  National  Aviation 
Trades  Assn.  Material  is  being  sent  to  aviation  associations, 
government  agencies,  organizations  of  city  administrators. 
Majority  of  fixed-base  operators  who  mode  comment  on  the 
lengthy  questionoire  state  they  hove  had  trouble  getting  their 
kind  of  leases,  think  roles  are  loo  high  in  price,  to  short  In 
length  of  time.  NATA  estimates  operators  have  between 
$75  and  $100  million  invested  in  buildings  and  equipment, 
are  doing  about  $100  million  worth  of  business  annually. 
Average  operator  has  been  in  business  more  than  seven 
years,  indicating  relative  stability  of  this  type  of  acllvlly.

CAB  has  amended  CAR  Part  43  to  prohibit  IFR  opera- 
tion usmq  VOR  navigation  unless  the  installed  omnirange 
equipment  has  been  checked  for  indicated  bearing  accuracy 
both  within  the  preceding  10  hours  of  aircraft  flight  time 
and  within  the  preceding  10  days.  The  new  rules  do  not 
apply  where  the  VOR  equipment  is  maintained,  checked, 
and  inspect^  according  to  a procedure  approved  by  CAA.
